ONE FELL FROM SIXTH FLOOR. 


Wheelbarrow of Tiling Fell on the 
Head of Another and Crushed 
His Skull. 


The new Fullerton building at the corner 
of Pine and Seventh, which has only lifted 
its steel frame five stories, promises to be- 
come a monument to dead men’s bones. 

Gen. Fullerton’s tragic death in a rail- 
way accident was a remote result of his 
enterprise in having the building erected. 
It seems also to have been a forerunner of 
,other fatalities. 

— There were two shocking accidents Tn the 
building Saturday morning. In each case 
aman was mortally hurt. 

At 10 o'clock Martin Maher of 2600 Frank- 
lin avenue, a laborer, was working in the 
cellar of the building, when a wheelbarrow 
loaded with tiling fell from the first floor,

It struck him on the head. His skull

was fractured. While Dr. 
dressing the wound at the °Dispensary, 
Maher lapsed into unconsciousness and 
was revived with difficulty. 

He was sent to the City Hospital. Dr. 
Sutter said there was no hope of his re- 
covery. He is married and about 40 years 
old. He was a steady workman, sober and 
industrious. ’ , 

The man who dumped the tiles declared 


that he missed his footing and the barrow- | 


load went ovcr the wrong way. Of course, 
the chances were 99 to 100 that Mahler would 
not be directly under the rain of tiles, but 
he caught the hundredth chance. 

While the untonscious man was being car- 
ried to the hospital and people were stand- 
ing about discussing the casualty a dark 
form was suddenly seen to plunge down 
through the net-work of steel, and a cry 
of horror broke out. 

A man had fallen from the topmost girder 
of the steel cage and shot down into the 
cellar below—a fall of nearly 100 feet. 

The figure fell clear, str.king nowhere 
until it reached the bottom. When picked 
up it was found to be the senseless form of 
Martin Carlson, a steel worker, He was 
an experienced workman on stee! structures. 
He was adjusting a girder which was to 
form part of the sixth floor, and had a 
very slender support. He was alive when 
taken from the cellar and placed in the am- 
bulance, but nobody had any hope of his 
recovery. ‘ 

Carisen is a stranger in this city. He 
came here a few weeks ago from Chicago, 
and got a job on the Fullerton Building. 
Nobody seemed to know where he lived. 
He was a good adjuster and riveter, but 
had been Known to say that he was not 
“sure footed.”’ He was subject to attacks 
of nervousness, and told of his having 
fallen once while at work on a World’s Fair 
building at Chicago. He also spoke of an 
accident that happened to him while at 
work on the big Masonic structure in Chi- 
cago. He was a reticent man, and under- 
stood his work, but his subjection to g ddi- 
ness made his. occupation a hazardous 
one. 

This last accident following so quickly 
upon the heels,of the first, caused some- 
thing of a panic among the workmen... But 
the police kept out the crowd, and in a few 
moments the men were at work as usual. 
There was some complafnt that the steel] 
contractors do not erect more staging in 
skeleton frame as it goes up, in order that 
the men might have a better and safer 
footing.

DINGLEY TARIFF BILL. 


Present Status as to Wool, Sugar, 
Hides and Reciprocity. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 1—It ts stated tn a 

Washington dispatch that 1,000 alterations 

have ben made in the Dingley bill. The 


_ wool Bchedule contains many of these. It 


has been completed by the sub-committ 
The enniee 8 as follows: 1 
On Wools, such as are used for 
slothiug, 4 NE a pound ; on carpet wools, 
woarse grades, 7 cents a pound. The Dingley 


] rates are 11 cents on clothing wools and 4 


cents on carpet wools. 

The Woo Growers’ Association de- 
manded 24 cents a pdaund on skirted wools 
and 8 cents a pound oh carpet wools. They 
also called for alterations in phraseology 
that would practically result in a duty of 
16 cents a pound on carpet wools. 

The sugar schedule, deemed next in im- 

ortance, contains no concessions to the 

ugar Trust, except such as are obtained 
from increasing the duties on lower grade 
raw sugars over the Dingley rates. The ad 
valorem feature asked for by the trust does 
not appear. 

The sub-committee has fixed a duty on 
hides of 1 cent’ a pound. Manufacturers 
have contested Lag stra for free hides as 
allowed by the Dingley bill. The sub-com- 
mittee has yielded, however, to Western de- 
mands and given the small duty named. 

The sub-committee will hand over the 
reciprocity feature to the President for 
action. Hawaii, Canada and South Ameri- 
can States will, if the sub-committee has its 
way, be cared for outside the tariff bill. 


HUNDREDS PERISH. 


A Week of Earthquakes, Together 
With a Tidal Wave,.in the 
Leeward Islands. 


NEW YORK, May 1.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Kingston, Jamaica, says that 
news has been received of an awful series 
of earthquakes throughout the chain of 
Leewar Islands, causing the loss of hun- 
dreds of lives. All the islands in the group 
j}are said to have been affected. Owing to 
| the imperfect means of communication be- 

tween the islands, it is impossible to esti- 
mate the loss of life definitely. 

Many buildings collapsed during the most 
serious shock, which occurred yesterday 
morning and lasted forty seconds. The 
damage to property will probably prove to 
be very large. 

Montserrat, one of the smaller islands 
of the group, has been the worst sufferer. 
The residents, after a week of terror, are 
|}abandoning their homes and seeking means 
of communication. with the mainland and 
the neighboring islands. 

The seismic disturbances began a week 
ago to-day with a slight tremble of the 
earth’s surface which lasted only a few 
seconds and which was hardly noticed. This 
was followed at frequent intervals by 
shocks, each of which lasted longer than 
the last and was more intense, until yester- 
day ,when there was a great roar and the 
ground shook for fully forty seconds. 
Houses fell in and their occupants were 
| buried in the ruins. 

Reports from the other islands are very 
unsatisfactory as to details. It is known 
here that Antigua, the principal island of 
the group, and Guadaloupe have suffered 
severely, but the extent of the loss of life 
and property is not yet known. 

Accompanying the earthquake was a tidal 
wave, which, It Is reported here, wrecked 
‘many small craft. The seas rose to a 
great height and caused incalculable dam- 
age. 


MRS. LEASE MORALIZES. 


Oklahoma Being Punished for Sins of 
White Men. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 1.—Mrs. Mary 
Lease, in an interview here, discussing the 
recent disasters in Oklahoma and the po- 
litical and social history of the territory, 
said: 

“The people of El Reno who prayed daily 
for rain ought to have been building an 
ark, I believe in prayer, but what mockery 
such a prayer is in Oklahoma. 

“The curse of the Almighty rests upon 
the land. That was the last spot of ground 
left for the Indians.- They had been driven 
there from every quarter of the continent. 
But the greed of the white man prompted 
him to possess it for his own use, and the 
Indian was forced to go. Then God frowned 
on the territory. 

“Look at the crime that has been commit. 
ted in Oklahoma; look at the drouth; look 
at the disaster at Chandler; look at the 
deluge at Guthrie, El Reno and elsewhere. 
Do you doubt that the hand of Jehovah is 
in these things? If he had been pleased

SO HE ASPIRES TO BE POSTMAS- 
TER OF ST. LOUIS. 


BUT, ALAS, HE IS A MUGWUMP. 


Still, the Suggestion Appeals to the 
President as, ‘“‘a Good 
Thing.” 


Neither wing of the Republican party in 
St. Louis believes that Maj. J. B. Harlow 
will be appointed Postmaster of this city. 

The Major is seriously charged with being 
a mugwump. It is even said that on one 
occasion, while “carrying his sovereignty 
under his hat,” he voted for the Cleveland 
electors. He is alleged to be in a very peni- 
tential mood at present, and will even go 
so far as to acknowledge himself an out- 
and-out Republican, of the Kerens variety, 
in order to once more control the destinies of 
the St. Louis post-office. 

All hands admit that Maj. Harlow will 


never bow to the Filley hat; in fact the 
Boss would continue to spurn him if he did, 
as Harlow defeated Filley for the Post- 
mastership several years ago, and is conse- 
quently on the unforgeable list. 

The Kerens’ following are endeavoring to 
say nothing for publication, but as an evi- 
dence of good faith they shake their heads 
and wink a weather-beaten’ eye. 

In fact, the Kerens’ candidate for Post- 
master is Col. Fred W. Schaurte, who is 
just now keeping the private office of the 
Colonel in the absence of all the boys in 
Washington. But there is a suggestion that 
the Colonel's private office force has col- 
lided with a jagged snag in the selection 
of Mr. Smith for Surveyor of the Port, and 
that at last the President has an opportun- 
ity to compromise with his friend. from Mis- 
souri. If this should prove to be a fact, the 
President himself may ,ytake a notion to 
appoint the St. Louis Postmaster, in which 
— he would assuredly name Maj. Har- 
ow. 

Not because he loves the Major especially, 
but because by such appointment he 
would create a vacancy on the 
Board. of Civil Service Commission- 
ers and find one more place _ for 
a prominent Republican—from Ohio, or 
elsewhere. Harlow is not appealing to his 
party in St. Louis for help. His petition 
is being presented directly to the President, 
and whatever local support he has is some- 
what independent of political lines, being 
‘confined to merchants and professional 
men, who would prefer an efficient Post- 
master to the uncertainties of a partisan 
appointment. ' 

But there are others. Robert Holmes’ 
friends have entered him ‘in the list of 
availables and base their expectations of 
success upon the fierce contest that will 
ensue between the leaders and the conse- 
quent necessity of selecting a compromise 
candidate. 

Several wild Filleyites profess to believe 
that ‘De le Man” will get the plum, 
and that it will come from the President 
as a gracious gift, in consideration of Mr. 
Filley’s agreement to ‘“‘quit his foolish- 
ness,’ particularly with reference to the 
Smith appointment. But every § well-in- 
formed politician shakes his head at the 
bare idea of such a thing. Mr. Filley, they 
say, is not only too old for the active and 
exhaustipg labors of the Postmastership, 
but is ostrnally and irrevocably opposed to 
harmowxy as long as Col. Kerens has both 
feet in the trough of the Federal patron- 
age. 

Information received in St. Louis Satur- 
day was to the effect that Maj. Harlow is 
in earnest in applying for the St. Louis 
post-office, and is pulling wires to secure it. 
He is tired of serving on the Civil Service 
Commission, where his duties as school- 
master and assistant mugwump have be- 
come decidedly irksome, and now he is de- 
sirous of returning home with the laure] 
of “something equally good.’’ His support 
here will have weight with the President, 
unless Col. Kerens should find it convenient 
to place his veto upon the whole proceed- 


ing. 

Destimaster Carlisle’s tenure of office 
does not expire for at least a year, but the 
inflammable Republican. politicians believe 
that the developments in*the investigation 
of Cashier Hays are sufficient to cTeate a 
vacancy in the Postmastership by sheer 
“force and awkwardness.” As one Repub- 
lican stated the case Friday morning, ‘‘Jim 
Sarlise is-all right, but a Republican Presi- 
dent reig®s at Washington and government 
by the Republican party still lives.’’

The Chartrand and Guion families 
came to America from France about the 
time that George Washington first became 
President of the United States. They lo- 
cated south of St. Louis and the city of 
Carondelet grew up around them. Michael 
and Amelie were born in Carondelet, which 
at that time existed under a government 
separate from that of St. Louls. 


At one time Mrs. Chartrand’s grandfather | 
‘formerly 


had a large farm, the residence building of 


which was located near the present site of | 


the old and dismantled Sacred Heart Con- 
Vent. At that time neither St. Louls nor 
Carondelet were very large cities. To the 
Chartrands belongs the distinction_of hav- 
ing built the first brick house in Caronde- 
let. In that early day brick houses were 
rare, and the Chartrand mansion was the 
talk of the entire population. The bricks 
with which the house was built’ were 
brought to St. Louis on a flatboat. 

When Michael Chartrand and Amelie 
Guion were married the town hall in 
Carondelet was utilized as a place for hold- 
ing the reception. The guests were so nu- 
merous that they could not be accommc- 
dated in an ordinary dwelling house. The 
wedding ceremony was solemnized in 
one of the Catholic churches, after which 
the feast at the hall was proceeded with. 
It is a matter of Carondelet early history 
that a more brilliant social function had 
never been recorded up to that time. Guests 
came by the score and the merry-making 
was unlimited.-It was a happy wedding 
then. It was a happy golden wedding Fri- 
day night. 

Mr. amd Mrs. Chartrand reared nine chil- 
dren, all of whom are living except one. 
There are fifteen grand-children and three 
great-grand-children. _All of these were 
present at the golden jubilee. The children 
are: Mrs. A. F. Perier of Denver; Mrs. G. 
Arrowsmith, Mark R., Sterling Price, Sy!- 
van, Robert and Misses Effie and Lottie, 
who are regarded as two of the most beau- 
tiful brunettes in the entire city of St.

The third branch starts at Ohio and Shen- 
andoah and runs to McCausland road. 

The fourth runs from Nebraska and Sid- 
ney to Kansas and Grand. 

‘The fifth gtarts at Twenty-first and Pine 
and runs to Columbia Bottom road and the 
city limits. 

The sixth runs from Pine and Compton to 
Wabada and the )imits. 

The,Jast one extends from Morgan Ford 
and Wyoming to Boyle and Clayton avenues. 

Transfers are to be given from one line 
to another. 

The company promises to pay the cily 
$230,000 in annual installments of $5,000.

The Greek artillery opened 
fire upon the enemy’s cavalry at long range 
and after a heavy cann®8nading forced the 
Turks to retire, the Greek cavalry pursuing 
them. The Turkish commander apparently 
wished to surprise the Greeks at Pharsala 
and sent two army corps against them, one 
from Trikkala and the other from Larissa, 

It ig rumored here that Col. Vassos is 
about to be recalled from the island of 
Crete. 

LONDON, May 1.—It Is semt-offictally an- 
nounced that the Marquis of Salisbury has 
proposed to the powers that a conference 
be held soon in Paris-to discuss measures 
with a view to ending the war between 
Turkey and Greece. The .powers, it Is 
further said, are discussing the proposal, 
but its aceptance is regarded as doubtful. 

A dispetch to the Evening News from 
Athens says that M. Theotokis took the oath 
as Minister of the Interior yesterday. even- 
ing and left the Greek Capital later with 
the Minister for War, Col. Tsamados, for 
Pharsala, the headquarters of the Greek 
army, whence it is reported that the Greek 
troops have successfully repulsed a heavy 
attack of the Turks.

CARLISLE’S THEORY. 


MR. 


Francis J. Runder Succeeds Him in Of- 


fice and Other Promotions 
Are Announced. 


“If David H. Hays took the money it will 
be discovered it was not for his own ben- 
efit.’’ 

This remark was made by Postmaster 
Carlisle Saturday morning when he was 
asked what the ex-cashier had done witha 
the $15,000 which he is charged with having 
embezzled. : 

‘“What causes you to think so?” Mr. Car- 
lisle was asked. 

“A conversation I had with him last 
night,’’ was the reply. ‘From that I am led 
to believe the money was taken, if it was 
taken, for another’s bene Mind you, I 
say, ‘if it was taken.’ I am placed in a pe- 
culiar position. I cannot believe Mr. Hays 
to be an embezzier, and, on the other 
hand, I cannot reflect upon the integrity 


of ae inspector who charges an embezzle- 
ment.’’ 

There were many rumors afloat Saturday 
concerning the manner in which Mr. Hays 
had used the $15,000. One was that he had 
been playing the races. No one knows the 
pool rooms better than Dug. Crothers, once 
a part owner in the famous stallion Pas- 
time, now Postmaster Carlisle's private sec- 
retary. 

“I never saw M¥. Hays in a pool room in 
my life,’’ said he, ‘‘and am positive he 
did not know one horse from another.” 

Rumor credited Hays with being a heavy 
looser in Tom Walsh’s pool room on the 
election. 

“That is nonsense,’’ said Postmaster Car- 
lisle. ‘“‘Mr.. Hays was a firm believer in 
McKinley’s success, and he certainly would 
not have bet against his judgment.” 

‘‘Have you no idea, then, where the money 
went?’ was asked. 

“‘None whatever. I am completely at sea. 
I have heard all these rumors and have 
had them investigated. There is nothing in 
them, so far as I know.”’ 

“Then, Mr. Carlisle, have you any idea 
who Mr. Hays benefited and for whose sake 
he is now remaining silent?’’ 

“IT have not. I am positive, however, 
such is the case, provided, however, the 
money was taken.”’ 

“When did these thefts occur?’ 

“IT have no idea and neither have the 
inspectors, The examination made in 
March, and which resulted in the discov- 
ery, was the first in three years, so the 
money may have been taken at any date 
within that period. It may have been taken 
in a lump or it may have been taken in 
small sums at different times. The.- in- 
spectors even declare they have no knowl- 
edge on this point. 

“Mr. Hays was a very quiet person. He 
was always uncommunicative and he has 
maintained the sarffe reticence since the 
charge was made against him. He told his 
brother he was innocent and he has told 
all to whom he has talked the same. 
still have hopes the matter will be discov- 
ered to be an error.

Citizens of Webster say that during the 
eight years’ residence of Mr. Hays there 
his conduct never excited comment until 
last winter when he rented a home in Bt. 
Louis at 3424 Morgan street. Some of his 
neighbors remarked that he was getting 
socially ambitious.

Mr. Hays steadily refuses to see repre- 
sentatives of the press.

AWFUL EXPLOSION. 


Dynamite Kills Many Persons and 
Wrecks Two Blocks of Buildings 
in San Salvador..

that a terrific €xplosion of dynamite in that 
city resulted in the destruction of two en- 
tire blocks and caused the loss of many 
lives. The extent of the damage and 1oss 
of life is not known here yet and probably 
will not be until the wreckage is cleared 
away. The work of rescue is being rapidly 
pushed, but it is known that there are still 
many bodies in the ruins. In addition, sev- 
eral persons were killed instantly in the 
Streets and the entire city was shaken by

The explosion joccurred under peculiar 
circumstances, our wagons were being 
driven on Conception street, one of the 
principal thoroughfares of the city, each 
loaded with several barrels of dynamite, 
In some unexplaindd manner one of the 
barrels of dynamite/ exploded with a deaf- 
ening crash. In an instant every other bar- 
rel on the wagon /had blown up. Then, 
with an awful roar, the dynamite on the 
three other wagons,vwhich were near, ex- 
ploded simultaneously. 

This last explosion was followed imme- 
diately by the crash of timbers, and the 
two blocks of buildings opposite on each 
side of Conception street fell away lke 
houses of cards in ruins. Concepcion strect 
at the point of the explosion is completely 
wrecked. A great hole #as blown intu the 
street and the wagons were blown into 
splinters. The drivers of all of them were 
instantly killed.

_A TEXAS MOB'S VENGEANCE. 


ck and White Men Join in Wiping 
Out a Gang for an 
Awful Crime, 


HEMPSTEAD, Tex., May 1.—For the mur- 
der of an old man in ‘his dotage, a child in 
its nonage and a woman in the first flush of 
young womanhood; the ravishment of = 
two girls; the burning of their victims, two 
of the bodies being consumed in the flames, 
six young negroes were Thursday night 
sent to their doom by the hands of an infu- 
riated mob of men, mostly negroes, the 
victims also being negroes, at Sunny Side, 
Waller County. 

Last fall a gentleman from Brenham was 
robbed of $65. Suspicion pointed to the four 
Thomas boys, and they confessed to having 
committed the theft, saying they had given 
$30 of the money to Henry Daniels. Dan- 
jels spent the money, and on Sunday even- 
ing last the four Thomes Soys, according to 
their own confession, decided to either col- 
lect their $30 or kill Daniels. They carried 
out the latter part of the programme. Henry 
Daniels, an old negro, lived there in a little 
hut with his step-daughter, Marie, and a 
7-year-old child. 

Wednesday night the house was broken 
into. Marie Daniels and the 7-year-old child 
were ravished and the old man Daniels 
clubbed to death trying to protect those in 
his charge. Then ol4 man Daniels and his 
step-daughter were thrown into the house 
and the child was thrown into the well. The 
house was set on fire, and the devils ca- 
pable of such a crime left, thinking that 
they had covered their inhuman deed from 
the sight of the world. 

The fire had not attracted much attention, 
but when ’Daniels and his people did not 
show up, the charred location of the house 
was searched, and the terrible truth was 
goon only too plain. The burned remnants 
of human bodies left no doubt in one direc- 
tion, while the blood stains about the prem- 
{sés indicated the commission of murder. 

The local officers went to work with a 
will, and were ably assisted by the best cill- 
zens of the neighborhood, The blood hounds 
from Steele’s plantation were secured, and 
they were not long in finding the right 
track. Before nigiit they went straight in- 
to the place where the Thomas boys res!d- 
ed, and one by one they were secured. 

Fayette Rhone, 21 years old; Will Gates, 
5 years old; Louls Thomas, 20 years old; 
Aaron Thomas, 13 years old; Jim Thomas, 
14 years old; Benny Thomas, 15 years old, 
were. placed under arrest. The last four 
were brothers. 

Later on Will Willlams was captured. 
When taken they were smeared with 
blood. The blood hounds worked splendidly, 
and after the boys were con- 
fronted with the evidence they owned 
to committing the crime, and laid the kiil- 
ing on Louls, the oldest. 

All seven of the prisoners were under 
guard Thursday night about 12 o'clock. 
when the guards were overpowered by: a 
strong body of men and the prisoners taken 
toward the Brazos bottom, north of here. 
A litthé later forty or fifty shots were fired, 
and aN was quiet. 

Friday morning, dangling from the limbs 
of a large oak tree, were found the bodes 
of six negroes, limp end Iifeless. Hundreds 
of people from aii ever the country are 
surging back and forth, but always with 
the tree as the center of attraction. All 
of them are there except Williams, and he 
is not to be founda, but the shots-probably 
explain his absence. 

At a late hour last evening the bodies were. 
still hang!ng from the tree. As far as can 
be learned, the mob was composed of white 
and black men, with the colored element 
largely predominating. Last night there was 
a calm after the storm, and public opinion 
is almost universal that if .he right parties 
were apprehended no harm has been done.

AMERICAN STEEL 
CROWDS ENGLAND, 


REMARKABLE STATEMENTS OF A 
BRITISH EXPERT. 


ENGLISH TRADE IN DANGER, 


The Gradual Exhaustion of the Native 
Supply and Superior American, 
Product the Causes. 


— -— 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—The formidable 
nature of the competition which our steel 
makers are now offering towards the Brit- 
ish steel trade is most strikingly set out 
in an article prepared by an expert for 
publication in London and transmitted to 
the Department of State by United States 
Consul Parker at Rirmingham. The ex- 
pert shows that England is threatened in 
her supremacy as the iron master by two 
conditions: 

First. The exhaustion of her own ores 
and of the cheap foreign ores she has been 
so largely using. 

Second. The rap'd growth of American 
competition. 

It is this second factor that is naturally 
of absorbing interest to Americans in the 


estimation of Consul Parker. He directs 
special attention to the means that have 
enabled our steel men to bring their ores 
(00 to 800 miles to the blast furnaces, carry 
the finished product 500 miles from the in- 
terior to tide water at New York and 
thence transport it a distance of 3,200 miles 
by sea and compete easily with British 
home-made steel. The expert believes that 
the most remarkable of these means is the 
gigantic scale upon which American iron 
making plates are built and operated. 

Commenting upon the British expert’s 
article Consul Parker says he is continually 
being asked. by British manufacturers 
whether the American competition w'll last 
and if so where they’ can buy the steel. 

Shipments of steel so far made, he says, 
have given general satisfaction as to qual- 
ity. Indeed, there has been a strange com- 
plaint that it is ‘‘too good,’’ which means 
that it is better than the manufacturer has 
been accustomed to‘temploy for a given 
product. There ‘s a genuine fear of this 
competition among those engaged in the 
British trade, says the Consul, who con- 
cludes as follows: ‘“‘When we can pay to 
one man the wages which two men com- 
mand in England in the same time and for 
doing the like amount of work and then can 
send the product of that man’s labor 
abroad into competition with the two, 
backed as they are by unlimited capital, 
the result is certainly encouraging to try 
What we may do in other markets where 
the pressure is not so d'rect.’’

Though Parker is 
scarcely 15 years of age, he has a recond 


which would make many an old criminal 
ashamed of himself Parker says his par- 
ents are proprietors of the Parker Hotel 
at Chatam, N. Y. They are well-to-do 
—— and are widely and _ favorably 
nown through the section of the State in 
which they live 

On December 1, 1893, young Parker, ac- 
companied by a brother about a year his 
senior, ran away from home, At Albany 
they sold two bicycles which their father 
had given them as birthday presents, and 
with the proceeds purchased second-class 
tickets for San Francisco. They remained 
there a few weeks and then worked their 
way to Guatemala on board the steamer 
San Juan. At Guatemala they received 
$100 from their mother, divided the money 
between them and parted company, the 
elder brother returning North. Lewis’ 
movements from that time are interesting, 
as the United States Government had to 
step in several times to extricate him from 
his difficulties. 

In Guatemala Lewis remained as clerk 
in a coffee store until the proprietor asso- 
ciated him with the disappearance of small: 
sums from the money drawer. The boy 
then became an interpreter for a bicycle 
firm, until caught in a crooked transaction 
and‘ threatened with arrest, when he fled 
to San Salvador and appealed to the Amer- 
ican Consul. The latter took a liking to 
him, adjusted his difficulty and procured 
him employment, but young Parker skipped 
out to La Union, worked his way to Pana- 
ma, and stowed away in the steamer Punta 
for Callao. Thence he went to’ Lima, 
where he worked ten months. He returned 
to Callao, boarded an English freight 
steamer bound for Liverpool, and played 
cabin boy for hfs passage. e deserted, 
however, at Valparaiso,, where United 
States Consul Dobbs had lots of trouble 
with him.

THE SUGAR SITUATION. 


The various dispatches from the Pacific 
Coast show that the sugar industry in the 
United States is underecing a change. 
Whether or not that change will result 
in benefit to the consumers or to the 
Sugar Trust only time will show. The 
present situation is ars follows: 

The beet sugar industry in California 
has beer built up until it produces yearly 
severn| thousand tons of sugar. In spite 
of a/ reciprocity treaty with the Sandwich 
IslAnds, this beet sugar industry has paid 
its promoters from 39 to 80 per cent profit 
The Sugar Trust, 
either with the intention of sharing in 
that profit, or to protect. itself against 
Western competition, is rapidly buying 
up a majority of the stock in the largest 
California beet sugar plants. 

Meanwhile a determined effort is be- 
ing made to induce Congress to abrogate 
the reciprocity treaty with the Sandwich 
Islands, Petitions to Congress are being 
Bent all oyer the country, handsomely 
printed, and evidently without regard to 
expense; but without anything to indi- 
cate their origin, soliciting signatures, 
and containing statistics and arguments 
against the treaty. There can be little 
doubt that these petitions emanate from 
the Sugar Trust, though purporting to be 
sent out.in the interest of the California 
beet sugar concerns. 

Under the circumstances, the interest of 
the consumer appears to lie in the main- 
tenance of the treaty with Hawail. That 
treaty is all that the consumer can rely 
upon to keep down somewhat the price 
of sugar in the United States. It is cer- 
tain that, with profits of 80 per cent, the 
beet sugar concerns need no protection; 
and have no reason for advocating the 
abrogation of the treaty. |

ARE AT LAST EXPLAINED, 


The Cause of Those Noises in the Ears Which Have 
Puzzled the Profession for Centuries. 


Doctor Copeland Shows That the Tinnitus Aurium (Ringing Noises) Which 
Warn the Patient of Approaching Deafness and Often Accom-

While unnatural sounds occur in the head 
as the result of too much blood passing to 
the brain and ears, still by far the greater 
number of cases of buzzing and ringing 
noises that are heard ‘within the head result 
from entirely different causes than too 
much blood going to the head. In those 
cases where the noises heard in the head 
result from the rushing of an increased 
amount of blood to the brain, the sounds 
will be intermittent and will occur like 
puffs of steam, each puff corresponding to 
a beat of the heart, which is forcing the 
blood along. 


THE CAUSES GIVEN. 


The most common and prevalent noise in 
the head is due to an interference with or 
stoppage of the inner air passages that lead 
from the throat up behind the ear drum.

are taken up by nerves and carried to-the 
brain.- After these sound waves have done 
their duty they pass out through the tube 
that leads from the middle ear to the 
throat and are lost and gone. 


MINGLING SOUNDS. 


When these tubes are blocked up the 
sound waves after entering the middle ear, 
and traveling along the channels and pas- 
sages and canals of the’ inner ear, and hav- 
ing done their duty, finding no opening for 
escape into the throat, they remain in the 
ear, and one set of sound waves mingles 
with other and entirely different sound 
waves, Until there is formed a confused 
jumble that never leaves, remaining ever 
present, assuming the form of one of the 
peculiar varieties of ear noises that are so 
commonly heard. This is the explanation 
of those ringing n@¥ses in the ears which so 
often warn the patient of approaching 
deafness and so often accompany deafness. 
This is what the doctors mean by Tinnitus 
Aurium. 


THE SIMILE OF A CAVE. 


If you go into a deep cave, and Have the 
entrance blocked up behind you, so that 
there will be no outlet for the air: that is 
contained in the cavern, and then -cry out 
aloud, you will hear it repeated from cham- 
ber to chamber, from gallery to gallery, un- 
til it comes back to you multiplied, increas- 
ed and confused, as a collection of dis- 
cordant sounds, and entirely different from 
the original cry that you uttered, and the 
entire cave will echo and re-echo, and re-

peat and vibrate with the waves of sound, 
until at last there will be heard an in- 
distinct hum, which so permates the im- 
prisoned air that it can almost be felt by 
the superficial nerves of the body. This is 
the same thing that occurs in the cavérns 
of the ear when their outlet, the Eusta- 
chian tube, is blocked up by disease. 


A SINGULAR CONDITION. 


Now, before any marked sense of lost 
hearing is observed, a great many people 
notice the confused and ringing noises in 
the ear. They notice they hear better in a 
crowd or in a noisy street car, where the 
rattle and hum of machinery its taking 
place, than they can in the quiet of their 
own homes. The reason for this is that 
the busy sounds of life drown the internal 
head noises, and allow in a noisy place the 
external sounds to be analyzed, while in a 
more quiet place the head noises make such 
an impression that ordinary conversation 
is heard muffled and indistinct. 


THE WARNING OF DEAFNESS. 


One of the very first signs that the hear- 
ing is about to fail is the ringing noises in 
the head. During the day the pleasures of a 
person so affected are seriously interfered 
with, while during the night that follows, 
a succession of horrors are presented, 
which in many instances render refreshing 
sleep impossible. During the treatment of 
deafness the usual course is to get the 
ringing noises to cease, and this often hap- 
pens some little time before improvement 
in the hearing is noticed.

The cage contained 
about $5, worth of jewelry but the lock- 
et was the only piece taken. 

A short time previous to that theft, an- 
other package of jewelry was opened w 
in transit and from it was taken two dia- 
mond rings. One was a large s0 re 
while the other was a large stone set in 
filagree work and both were valued at $650,

contained a silk cape, lined with expensive 
ermine fur. +s

BE UNPOPULAR. 


DAYTON STREET DOES NOT WANT 
A POLICE COURT. 


BROADWAY WOULD KEEP IT. 


Opposition From Various Sources to 
the Proposed Change of a Po- 
lice Court’s Quarters. 


_ 


The proposed removal of the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court from its present location 
at Broadway and Biddle street to the 
Fourth District Sub-station, Jefferson ave- 
nue and Dayton street, ia causing mighty 
protests from both ends of the line. Around 
Broadway and Biddle street the saloon 
men are objecting strenuously to the prop- 
osition. They are backed by the petty mer- 


chants of that vicinity, whose income de- ; 


pends materially upon the frequenters of 


the police court. 

Around Jefferson avenue 
street the cry is a protest against the 
court. The thought of having wagon load 
after wagon load*of the very toughest 
characters the city affords dumped on 
their sidewalks is most repulsive to the 
citizens out there, and their kick 1s good 
and strong. 

“As to the respective ments of the two 
laces for court purposes, and how many 
aohere and cents will be saved by a change, 
I have nothing to say,” said one citizen. 
“What I object to is the class of age that 
will throng the streets just at the time our 
children are on their way to school. This 
is a respectable neighborhood ard we try to 
keep it so, but if it be made a police court 
headquarters it will soon degenerate. At 
Broadway and Biddle the conditions are dif- 
ferent. The residents there have grown up 
among such scenes and they are not af- 
fected. It will just make loafers and police 
court loungers of our boys and keep ladies 
off the streets in that vicinity.’’ 

This feeling of resentment has gone 
farther than mere expression, a number of 
citizens having called on Mayor Ziegenhein. 
Ward politicians from Broadway have also 
reached his ear asking that the court re- 
As a result the Mayor, 
Comptroller and Building Inspector have 
decided to proceed Monday or Tuesday to 
see just how much the city would save 
by a move so unpopular in the neighbor- 
hoods concerned. According to Delegate 
Sweeney the removal will entail a greater 
expense than the additional rental “asked 
by the owners of the house now used as a 
court room. A new wagon, team and har- 
ness, an extra driver and patrolman, not 
counting feed and wear and.tear, it is. 
claimed will take more money from the 
treasury, than $1,200 per annum. Whether 
this is so or not will be brought out by the 
Mayor’s investigation. The court officials 
and patrolmen are all against removal, but 
as word has gone @Qut from headquarters 
favoring it, they are chary about express- 
ing any opin'on. 

“Tt’s all right, I suppose,” sald Judge 
Stevenson. “They say there is as much 
room up there as here and they ought to 
now.”’ 

“This talk about the Dayton street sta- 
tion being ‘too small is nonsense,’’ said 
Capt. Joyce. “It is fully as large as the 
present court room, and, in my opinion, 
that is the best place to ‘hold court. It is 
easily accessible from al! stations in the 
North End. There will be practically no 
danger of losing prisoners in transit. We 
will keep them safe enough.” 

The conflicting opinions concerning the 
eafety of the present court room will also 
be passed on by the high authorities.

The Supreme Council of the A. P. A. will 
hold a session In Dfuids’ Hall Monday, for 
the purpose of electing delegates to the Su- 
preme Council, which meets on May ll, at 
Washington, D: C. 

School Board tickets will also be discussed 
and Boss Filley’s slate will be turned down, 
although it is particularly anti-Catholic, for 
the reason that the members of the A. P.

Owing to the 
illegality of this action, a requisite number 
of councils have signed a call for Monday's 
session at Druids’ Hall. 

It is anticipated that a red-hot wrangle 
will develop when the council assembles. 


PUBLIC LIGHTING. 


An Ordinance Authorizing Either Gas 
or Electricity. 


The Board of Public Improvements Fri- 
day afternoon approved a new ordinance 
for public lighting. It was introduced in the 


Assembly Friday night. 

It authorizes the Board to have the streets 
lighted by electricity or gas under either 
the contract or leasing system. 

The ordinance only refers to the part of 
the city north of Keokuk street. 

If the work is done under contract the 
period will be twenty years for both gas 
‘and electricity. If under lease the term will 
be thirty years for electricity and fifty 
years for gas. 

The cost of a gas plant will be much 
greater than of an electric plant. The 
period {s made rg bay so that the annual 
payments will not be greater than the city 
can pay. 

Under the leasing system two plants are 
called for, whether gas or electricity is 
used. They must be located in different 
parts of the city. 

If the work is done by contract the right 
to furnish electricity to private parties ‘free 
of the payment of 5 per cent ofthe gross 
receipts will be included in the contract as 
a consideration. 

The bill received its first reading in the 
Council Friday night and went over under 
the rules.

A. A. Allen, the newly appointed Vice-

CHICAGO PINKERTONS ARE CON- 
SULTED ABOUT KANSAS CITY. 


LABOR MEN OPPOSE VALLINS. 


The Astonishing Course of Police Com- 
missioners Pretending to Be 
Democratic. 


Mr. BF. H. Bettis of Kansas City sehds 
the following letter to the editor of the 
Post-Dispatch undér date of April 30: 

Dear Sir: Organized labor of this city, 
of which I have the honor of being a mem- 
ber, has officially denounced the action of 
Police Commissioners W. C. Scarritt and 
R. L. Gregory, in appointing the Pinkerton 
detective, T. N. Vallins, Chief of Police of 
this city. 

I address my communication to you and 
through your columns the public, because 
the Post-Dispatch has always been consis- 
tent in standing for the rights of humanity 
when they have been arrayed against cor- 
porate wealth, greed, avarice and brutality. 
This fact is fully appreciated by the plain 
people of Missouri and we gratefully .wel- 
come the position the Post-Dispatch took 
upon this important issue, as another evi- 


dence of its freedom from corporate dic- 
tation, and its unselfish devotion to the 
people’s rights. 

So your readers, I feel, will give a 
respectful hearing to a statement of the 
causes that impelled us to this action. We 
speak as workingmen; men who “earn their 
bread by the sweat of their face;’’ men 
who have felt the burden of supporting 
their: wives and children growin eavier 
year by year, and the chances of gaining 
a livelihood becoming fewer. We have seen 
the chasm between classes grow. wider and 
wider, until the bond of sympathy has 
snapped asunder, and _ it is now a fact that 
any man in public life who favors meas- 
ures calculated to help the producers of 
wealth is immediately called an enemy of 
the rich and a foe to corporation; and all 
the hirelings of plutocracy set out to destroy 
him. 

Their most potent engine of destruction 
has been and still is, the Metropolitan press. 
The Post-Dispatch stands out as a shining 
exception to this general charge. 

We, as Americans love and cherish the 
free institutions and laws of the Republic, 
and would like to see them perpetuated; we 
believe they will be if they are administered 
in the spirit in which they were conceived 
by our Nation’s Fathers. 

‘We have been taught and fondly believed 
that we lived in a free Bovernment, gov- 
erned ‘“‘by the people’ through their au- 
thorized agents. But a few years ago the 
country was rudely awakened from this idle 
dream by seeing the laws enforced and 
executed by private armies, and hired mer- 
cenaries that were in no way responsible to 
the people for the way they performed their 
duties. ‘“‘Men of grit’’ were boldly adver- 
tized for and bruta! assassins Imported into 
distant States, for the peepee of shooting 
down worknemee and their wives and chil- 
dren in cold blood, for a money considera- 
tion. Need the atroeities of East St. Louis 
and Homestead be mentioned to establish 
this assertion? 

These terrible scenes are vividly recalled 
to the ‘minds of Jaboring men by two words, 
“Pinkerton Detectives."” The working peo- 
ple took the position then such acts were 
not only contrary to the spirit and genius 
LL 
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of our institutions but that they were un- 
warranted and illegal usurpations of power, 
and that corporations had no more right to 
buy ‘“‘Pinkertons’”’ to execute the laws than 
they have to buy legislative officers to 
enact laws for them, or to buy Judges to 
construe them; and the public protests and 
general indignation were embodied into a 
penal statute forbidding the importation of 
peace officers into this State—which is gen- 
erally known as the “‘anti-Pinkerton law.” 
This creature Vallins had been temporarily 
sojourning here but a little over two months 
at the time of his appointment by William 
C. Scarritt and R. L. Gregory, his family 
was still in Chicago, and when Scarritt and 
Gregory went to Chicago to examine into 
his record they were chaperoned by General 
Manager Holmes of the street railway mon- 
opoly. They came back armed with cre- 
dentials testifying to the high character (7?) 
and efficiency of Vallins, certified to by 
“Billy” Pinkerton and attested by ‘“‘Bob 
Pinkerton. 

Since Vallins’ Installation “Billy’’ Pinker- 
ton has twice visited our city, where he 
was wined and dined by Millionaire Scar- 
ritt and other corporation magnates; and 
the daily press reported that they all con- 
ferred together about “reorganizing” the 
police force.of Kansas City. 

Searritt and Gregory are nothing but the 
exponents of corporations. Scarritt is at- 
torney for-the Barber Asphalt paving mo- 
nopoly and other allied corporate interests. 
Gregory is the business partner and broth- 
er-in-law to . &. Holmes, the General 
Manager of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Monopoly, and a bank director. Val- 
lins’ bond was apes by Banker W. O. Cox, 
who runs an allegéd Democratic newspaper, 
and by National Banker Edward F. Swin- 
ney. So that all we can make out of the 
situation, is. a corporation scheme to re- 
duce the police force of this city to the 
basis of a Pinkerton Agency. Many cor- 
pene here have had to contribute quite 
argely to the’ support of the militia; they 
calculate that if they can run the Police 
Department on Pinkerton principles, and 
increase the number of men on the force, 
they can then dispense with the militia. 
They further calculate that the predicted 
‘wave of prosperity” isn’t going to drown 
the discontented who are out of work, and 
it isn’t going to wash Wages any higher, 
and ¢hey can. reasonably ascertain that 
there will be reductions and cutting of 
wages and if strikes and lockouts ensue, 
they will have a ready made Pinkerton 
police force at hand, paid by the public, 
with a first-class imported man-killer at 
its head, to coerce the working men into 
submission.
